TN Mr.Watt's wind-raill two druni- 
•*■ wheelsor cylinders are plac«dpa- 
ralle! to each other, having their axis 
intKe sdme honzontai piane, atsome 
distance asunder, Over which woik 
two eitdless chains coniaected at 
equal inteivals by bars, on which 
an eqoal nnmber of saiis aiemade 
to stand erect by square Iiames 
umled to Ihem, which are s«p- 
poitcd in aa upright position by 



braces, two of wliich proceedfroin 
near the top of each to ihe bar 
next Ixjfore it. The axies of tlie 
drum wheels move in a framc- 
\<oik capable of being turned round 
hovizontally, like the top of a com- 
mon wind-miil, by v\hich means, 
the line of sails, which nse above 
it, can be turned to the wmd with 
that degree of obliquity, whicli 
will be found to produce tlie great- 
est eflect.
